CALIFORNIA’S NEEDS. 
Signal Officer G reely Thinks Our Con­ 
gressm en M ight Do lietter. 
[Copyright, 1887, by the California Associated I'rtss.J 
W a s h in g t o n , May 31st. — [Special.]— 
General Greely, Chief Signal Service Officer, 
in a conversation with your correspond­ 
ent, said that after June 30th, the begin­ 
ning of the liscal year, he hoped to be able 
to give the Pacific coast all the facilities 
that were required to furnish farmers, 
fruit-growers 
and 
viticulturists 
with 
quick information about the weather proba­ 
bilities. General Greely is fully aware of 
the needs of California in this respect, but 
lie says Congress left him without sufficient 
funds to maintain special service during 
the present year, and he had no discretion 
but to cut it down and keep within the 
limits of the appropriation. 
He asked 
Couuress at the last session to appropriate 
$5,000 for the construction of a special 
telegraph line to Point Keyes, which could 
be used not only to furnish weather reports 
but to give San Ftaucisco merchants and 
shippers the earliest information of the 
arrival of incoming vessels, and in case of 
wrecks to quickly communicate with the 
city lor assistance. Congress only voted 
$2,500 for the purpose. 
In about two weeks Greely will visit New 
York to see if he cannot lease a wire in the 
Western Union cable which crosses the en­ 
trance to the harbor, thus obviating the ne­ 
cessity for laying a new cableand establish­ 
ing a service within the maximum voted 
by Congress. General Greely said that Cal­ 
ifornia seemed to be rather ignored by 
Congress in the matter of appropriations, 
and he was afraid there was trouble in the 
delegation in Congress—that they do not 
all pull together. 1 It seems to me,” said 
he, “ that if the Pacific coast Representa­ 
tives would make a united stand for such 
appropriations as the needs of that section 
demand and vote against everything that 
is proposed tor every other section until 
their power is felt, that they could get 
much larger appropriations.” 
TOO MUCH ’REFUGE." 
D estitute and I’auptrized Persons Land­ 
ing on Our Shores. 
[Copyright, 1SS7, by the California Associahd Press.] 
New 5 ouk, May 31st.—The Times says 
editorially: Thg British Government is 
again trying to unload upon the people of 
this country destitute and pauperized per­ 
sons it is unwilling to support. Thesteam- 
ship Scandinavia arrived at Philadelphia 
last Sunday and brought to that port luO 
immigrants from the West of Ireland, 
whose passage had been paid by the Gov­ 
ernment representatives. After'sixleen of 
them had evaded the inspectors, the re­ 
maining members of the party were de­ 
tained by the Commissioners for examina­ 
tion. It appears the landlords of thedis 
trict from which these immigrants come 
were requested to make lists of persons 
who were unable to make a living and 
whom the local authorities were unwilling 
to support. To each of the persons whose 
names were thus reported the Government 
gave a steerage ticket for passage to 
America and a draft on New York for $5 
or $10. 
Just now the people of London are com­ 
plaining that foreign paupers have come 
into the city from the continent. While 
they are unwilling to support the paupers 
ol Russia and Germany, they approve the 
policy that sends their own paupers to the 
alms houses of America. Public opinion 
in this couulry unmistakably calls for a 
strict enforcement of the laws which re­ 
quire the exclusion of paupers, lunatics 
and criminals from abroad. 
Whatever 
may be the drift of public sentiment con­ 
cerning additional restrictions, it is plain 
the exclusion of paupers, lunatics and 
criminals is demanded by all. There is 
abundant ev.denee that the law for their 
exclusion is not strictly enforced. Since 
1880 the number of lunatics in the asylum 
of this State has increased by 42 per cent., 
while the increase of population has not 
exceeded 16 per cent. 
It is known this increase in the number 
of insane persons is due, in great meas­ 
ure, to the admission of lunatics from 
abroad. Our State Board of Charities is 
continually sending such lunatics to the 
country front which they cante. It is 
shown that of those returned last year 
many have been sent to America by cities, 
towns and various organizations. It is im ­ 
possible for officers to make the examina­ 
tion which the law requires at the port of 
entry, where 1,000 immigrants may apply 
for admission in one day. It is proposed 
that a part of the work of examination he 
made in foreign countries by our Consuls, 
and that no one shall he admitted here 
who cannot show a Consul's certificate. 
Probably such divisions of labor will 
eventually he required by law. Under the 
present conditions many immigrants are 
admitted who never should have been al- 
owed to leave the ports of departure. 
a l l o w e d to l a n d . 
P h il a d e l p h ia , May 31st.—The eighty- 
four Irisn immigrants who were detained 
on the Allan line steamship Scandinavian 
were permitted to land to-day by the repre­ 
sentatives of the United States Bureau of 
Immigration. They will be assisted to 
reach their friends by the British Govern­ 
ment authorities.

BLAINE’S COMING JOURNEY. 
The .Maine Statesm an Talks Freely of His 
Trip to Europe. 
N tw York, May 31st.—The World will 
print to-morrow an elaborate account of a 
visit made by its correspondent to Mr. 
Blaine at his home in Augusta, Maine, 
and afterwards at his cottage at Bar 
Harbor, in the course of which Blaine 
gave fully his plans for his 
forth­ 
coming 
trip. 
He 
discussed 
the 
false reports of his failing health, and re­ 
ferred at length to the work he has be­ 
stowed on the books just finished. 
He 
says 
his 
visit 
abroad 
will 
extend 
over 
more 
than 
a 
year, 
and doubtless beyond the time of the meet­ 
ing of the next National Convention. Mr. 
Blaine said : “ I am going abroad, and ex­ 
pect to be away about a year. Mrs. Blaine 
and my two daughters, Maruarite and Hat­ 
tie, will make up the party. I have en 
gaged state-rooms on the German Lloyds 
ship Ems, which sails June 8th. We 
shall stop at Southampton and go at 
once to London. 
We intend to spend 
considerable time traveling through Great 
Britain. Alter England, we will probably 
go to Scotland and Ireland. Then, I think, 
we shall spend some time in Germany, and 
after that take in France. By this time it 
will probably be getting so late in tbe year 
that Spain and Italy will be com­ 
fortable. 
We 
intend 
to 
make 
a 
tour 
through 
these 
countries 
and 
spend most of the winter along the 
Mediterranean. W e will probably make 
long visits in Koine and Greece, and per­ 
haps stop a brief time in Constantinople 
and visit the scenes of the recent earth­ 
quakes in the south of France and adjoining 
portions of Italy. The trip is sufficient to 
cover a great deal of ground, without hur­ 
rying.” 
The correspondents asked : “How about 
the report, Mr. Blaine, that you contem­ 
plate in some way assisting Mr. Gladstone 
and tbe Home Buie party.” 
“ That story is purely imaginative. I 
never had such an idea in my mind. No, 
indeed, I shall do nothing of the kind.” 
Mr. Blaine positively declined to talk 
about politics, except that while in conver­ 
sation with correspondent in his cottage at 
Bar Harbor he said, in regard to the Burcb- 
ard incident in 1884 : “ i did not hear what 
he said, but the reporters heard it, and the 
next day every paper in the country had 
it. of course. 
But, as a matter of 
fact, 1 did not hear it myself. Why, out in 
Indiana they had it that I said it '. Oh, 
yea, it went all over the State, and in a 
good many places in the W est they had 
slips of paper printed witti ‘Read what 
Mr. Blaine says’ on them, and dis­ 
tributed them in front of the churches on 
Sunday. That is what lost me the election. 
You know, of course, how close it was. 
Well, in New York alone it lost me several 
thousand votes—a good deal more than 
enough to have carried the State. I have 
never felt sure that I was not elected. 
It was a matter of less than *100 votes to 
have turned New York the other way. 
When it is as close as that there can be no 
certainty of tbe count. I do not think it 
can be ever said with certainty which one 
of us really got the most votes.” 


AN UNFRIENDLY ACT. 
Bayard Notifies the British M inister that 
Paupers Are Not W anted. 
W a s h in g t o n , May 31st.—Correspondence 
has recently passed between the Secretary 
of State and the British Minister on the 
subject of the immigration of Irish crofters 
whose transportation expenses, it is cur­ 
rently reported, are met by the English 
Government. In answer to inquiries by 
the British Minister, as to whether the 
Government intends to take any action in 
the premises. Secretary Bayard stales that 
he cannot give a general reply, but that 
each case will be considered upon its 
merits. He intimates, however, that the 
sending of paupers who are likely to be­ 
come a public charge on this country, by 
the British Government, will be regarded 
as an unfriendly act. 


RASCALS ALL GONE. 
Nearly Every Place of Im portance Filled 
by a Dem ocrat. 
W a s h in g t o n , May 31st.—Secretary W hit­ 
ney. who has had recent consultations with 
some of the representative leaders of the 
more powerful political organizations of 
New A ork, referring to the repeated un­ 
favorable statements atlecting the condition 
of the Democratic party in that State in 
view of tlie national contest next year 
says : “The stories are only invented by po­ 
litical enemies to create what they claim 
already exis's—a break in the party.

The New French Ministry', and French 
Politics Generally.

London, May 31st.—Tbe French Minis­ 
terial crisis lias just ended, or just begun—a 
day or two will show which. Rouvier has 
formed a Cabinet which, though contain­ 
ing three able men, seems as a whole to be 
hardly more than a Cabinet d' Ajihircr 
Boulanger's successor, General Ferron, is a 
second-rate soldier; Barbe, who takes 
the 
Navy, 
is 
avowedly 
only 
a 
warming-pan; 
Dautrtsme, 
an 
al­ 
most 
unknown 
man, 
bolds 
the 
important Ministry of Commerce and Pub­ 
lic Works: Mazeau is an eleventh-hour 
substitute for Bousquet as is Ferron for 
General Saussier; Fall tenes, as Minister of 
the Interior, is recommended to public no­ 
tice as a person of amiable manners. All 
the Cabinet but two belong to the Republi­ 
can Left, or " Opportunist ” party. Barbe 
and Dautresme are members of the Radical 
Left, and will straightway be disowned, 
even by that section of tbe Radicals. 
The Ministerial programme is expected 
to be business-like and studiously modest, 
but no modesty will save it from immedi­ 
ate attack. Clemencean is in a fighting 
mood, 
not 
less 
so 
because ccol- 
headed Grevv has for the moment 
outgeneraled the Radical leader by the 
overthrow of the Goblet Ministry, but be­ 
cause he thought the lime bail come for a 
Ministry more entirely and openly depend­ 
ent on himself, though not with him as its 
leader. He wished, moreover, to establish 
Boulanger more firmly than ever, and to 
insure his recognition as an indispensable 
man. Grevy, after a fortnight’s struggle, 
has battled him on both points. 
This is a Ministry leaning wholly on the 
Centre and the Right. Boulanger is out. 
and Clemenceau’s work must alt be done 
over again. lie will upset Rouvier, if he 
can, at once. Should Grevy then consent 
to a dissolution, he will be conlronted with 
tbe spectacle of fifty or more Radi­ 
cal nominations including Clemenceau 
and Boulanger. However, Rouvier has 
Republican votes enough in the present 
Chamber to carry him through, if the 
Right support him royally. 
Probably 
they will, for the crisis has shown them a 
red specter on the horizon, with nothing 
between them and it except Grevy and the 
moderate Republicans. 


THE FRENCH MINISTRY. 
W hy A dm iral .laurea D eclined to l>e One 
of Rouvier’a Cabinet. 
P a r is , May 31st.—The refusal of Admiral 
Jauresto accept the office of Minister of 
Marine is attributed to a conversation he 
had with M. De Freycinet, who told him 
that the Cabinet beaded by M. Rouvier 
must soon fall, and that when it did he (De 
Freycinet) would form a Ministry himself, 
which should include Admiral Juures. 
M. Barbey, tbe new Minister of Marine, 
is a ijenator and was formerly in the navy. 
His appointment is only provisional. It is 
affirmed that although General Ferron, as 
Minister of War, will not preside at the 
fete at the Opera-house, which was looked 
forward to as a demonstration in favor of 
General Boulanger, he still intends to be 
present and in the uniform of a General. 
Anxiety is expressed lest his presence may 
result in some disturbance. 
It is officially stated that President Grevy 
has commissioned the following Cabinet: 
Rouvier, Premier and Minister of Finance 
and of Posts and Telegraphs; Falieres, 
Minister of the Interior; Flourens, Minis­ 
ter of Foreign Afiairs; Spuller, Minister of 
Public Instruction; Mazan, Minister of 
Justice; General Ferron, Minister of War; 
Barbey, Minister of Marine; Dautresme. 
Minister of 1’ublic W orks; P. Barbe, Min­ 
ister of Agriculture. 
K o rv tn r.'s p o l ic y . 
Rouvier’s statement to the Chamber of 
Deputies of his policy will be brief. He 
will urge financial reform and retrench­ 
ment. The new budget will be prepared 
in accord with the recent vote of the 
Chamber. He will maintain the Gobiet 
Cabinet militairism bill. He will also an­ 
nounce the determination of tbe Ministry 
to resign unless they receive a majority of 
tbe Republican votes in the Chamber. 
b o u l a n o e r’s la st o r d e r . 
General Boulanger, upon r“tiring from 
the Ministry of War, issued an order of the 
day. thanking those who co operated with 
him to place the country’s defenses in a 
condition to stand any test, and urging tbe 
officers of the army to show devotion to 
iheir professional duties and fidelity to the 
Constitution and laws. In conclusion, he 
says: “ I shall be the first among you to 
give an example of both military and re­ 
publican discipline.” 
GENERAL FERRONOS ORDER. 
General Ferron, upon assuming the du­ 
ties of the War Office, also issued an order 
of the day. in which he sa\s: “ Like my 
predecessors, I shall pursue a policy of m ili­ 
tary reform and shall devote my whole 
time to increasing the defense forces of 
France and the Republic.” 
THE FEELING IN FRANCE. 
Moderate Republican papers cordially 
welcome the new Ministry. The Monarch­ 
ist press receives it rather favorably, but 
the Radical and Independent papers are 
decidedly hostile. Ganlois says that demon­ 
strations in favor of Boulanger are threat­ 
ened in the Chamber ot Deputies and at 
the military fete at the Dpera House to­ 
night. 
M. r o u v ie r ’s STATEMENT. 
P a r is, May list.—M. Rouvier read his 
statement in the Chamber of Deputies this 
afternoon. It was frequently applauded by 
the members of the Center and was often 
interrupted by members of the Left.

Poverty am i Misery Drive an Aged Couple 
to Suicide. 
J e r se y C ut (N'.J ), May 31st.—Professor 
Charles Siedhorf and h:s wife Matilda— 
aged respectively ill and 92—tired of their 
long and futile struggle with destitution, 
committed suicide this afternoon on L'nion 
Hill. Siedhorf, it is said, was a Professor 
of Chemistry in the 1 leidclburg University 
ill Germany thirty-five years ago. He sup­ 
ported himself by writing for newspapers, 
making translations, and occasionally lect­ 
uring upon chemistry and electricity. 
These means failing, they lived in filth ami 
squalor. The poormaster called to take 
them to the Stake H ill Hospital, where 
light employment could be provided for 
him. He begged for a few hours’ time. At 
its expiration the officers found him and 
wife lying dead on the floor and a letter 
saying they hud taken that deadliest of 
poisons, cyanide of potassium. He gave as 
a reason for the act that he could not take 
his wife with him to the hospital, and 
could not live without her. He also spoke 
of having been wronged by some one. It 
was a most pitiful allair.

IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION 


The Citizens’ Committee last night laid 
the foundations for an 
“ Improvement 
Association for the City aud C-ounty of 
Sacramento.” 
The purposes o f the organ­ 
ization are indicated by the title we have 
quoted. 
They include also the enforce­ 
ment of sanitary regulations ; the securing 
o f efficiency of service on the part of pulr- 
lic officers ; the reduction of taxation; the 
increase of population and wealth in the 
county and the c ity ; the introduction of 
water for irrigation and for domestic aud 
manufacturing purposes; the subdivision 
of large land tracts into small farms for 
actual residents; street and road improve­ 
ment ; architectural improvement upon 
business streets; city drainage; the en­ 
couragement of manufacturing interests; 
the increasing o f street ja il way facilities; 
further improvement of Gapitol Dark ; the 
completion of a driveway in East Park; 
the adjustment of city indebtedness, and 
the general fostering of business interests. 
11 is provided that any reputable citizen 
may become a member on a favorable re- 
jsirt by the Executive Committee and the 
payment of a small fee. T he usual formula 
a.- to officers and their duties follows, and 
includes the creation of an Executive 
Committee of twenty-five. 
T his commit­ 
tee, which will l>e the working body, is to 
manage the business of the Association 
and is to have full power, subject only to 
direction liy the Association. 
T he general plan of act ion is simple 
an<l the method of working through the 
E xecutive Committee decidedly the most 
practical and direct. 
It is the only way 
in which a large body can successfully 
carry on its work. 
It now remains for the 
citizens of Sacramento and connty to enter 
the Association so soon as the roll 
is 
opened for signatures. 
There can lie no good work of this char­ 
acter done without organization; 
there 
must lie a forum where the aflairs of the 
city can he debated vocally, and where 
some propositions can be considered and 
facts stated which if first given to the gen­ 
eral public m ight do more harm than 
good. 
Thus, for instance, it is the very 
bight of folly to disclose to those outsiders 
who are opposed to the city and disposed 
to cripple and embarass it, plans that may 
tie considered for settlem ent o f the munici­ 
pal debt, until such 
plans have first 
matured add In-cn considered by the people 
in a representative assembly. 
The cham­ 
bers of such public-spirited associations in 
other cities always are chambers of free 
debate and advice, where many questions 
o f public concern are frankly discussed 
which cannot he projected at once into 
publicity, without injury to the corn- 
muuity and the impairment of its eiedit 
and fame. 
Such ought to lie the rule here. 
Local errors that may lie corrected within 
doors should not he made means of offense 
to the city’s interests, except they concern 
the public at large. 


T he need for a large membership is 
therefore great. 
For the organization to 
be successful must be thoroughly represent­ 
ative and an influence to knit the people 
together for a common public-spirited pur­ 
pose. 
If the new movement is to achieve 
success the people must come out and unite 
with the Association and testify to the 
extent of 
i>er ca|dta, charge for ¡ncin- 
bership, to their faith in the enterprise, 
their readiness to create a fund for ex­ 
penses. their desire that the improvement 
spirit shall be stimulated and that wise 
methods shall be adopted to secure what 
all the people wish— enhancement of local 
va’ucs and decreased burdens of taxation; 
augmented trade and town adornment ; 
Subdivision of large land holdings and the 
s tilement o f more people tijion our outside 


1 1 nds. 
* 
The Association’s E xecutive Committee 
cannot go on with its work satisfactorily 
with no principal behind it to which it 
can appeal and with power to direct or cor- 
r i t it. 
A thousand names should there­ 
fore be enrolled within a week upon the 
S icio'.y’s list of membership. 
Such in­ 
dorsement would in itself be heralded 
abroad as proof that the 
people 
are 
eam '-t in this movement, have faith in 
Sacramento and mean to put tliis section 
of the State in the forefront of progress. 
It will pay to unite with the Association, 
for its purpose is expressed to lie the pro­ 
motion of reforms that w ill increase the 
values o f property, lessen 
the taxation 
upon every citizen and enlarge the indus­ 
trial 
opportunities of all. 
Every man 
owes som ething to the town in which he 
lives besides merely liv in g in it. H e owes it 
so much o f his energy and good will and 
purse, directed towards its progress, as w ill 


contribute his full share to the common 
fund of endeavor essential to success. 
The people o f Sacramento are now put 


! to the test; will they promote an Associa- ' 
tion formed to do them good. 
It is pro!)- I 
able that every officer now acting and the i 
Executive C-ommitteemen to be chosen are 
fairly independent as to wordly possessions, 
and, therefore, are not wholly selfishly in­ 
spired in their action. 
W hile it is nat­ 
ural they should hope to better themselvesi 
it is also a natural conclusion that unless 
they receive cordial assistance, and are 
backed by a representative membership 
they w ill decline to long labor for others’ 
good, and in that case the Association w ill 
go the way of lost endeavor. 
But in this 
case we hope for the very l*est. 
The pres­ 
ent temper of the people gives warrant to 
the belief that the new movement w ill 
have their cordial support. 
It will have 
that of the R e c o b d - U n i o n in all things 
right and helpful for Sacramento and its 
vicinity. 


H R . R E A G A N ’S D E F E N S E . 


Mr. Reagan is very much “ m ixed ” in 
his defense of the interstate law. 
H e is 
unable to clear away the belief consumers 
now entertain, and in which they are justi­ 
fied, that the operation of the law visits 
upon them a new tax. 
Mr. Reagan, for 
instance, says: 
“ It would offend the com­ 
mon sense of mankind and be a criminal 
disregard of the rights of the people for 
Congress or the Commission to so manage 
as to deprive the people of the cheaper 
transportation afforded by the waterways. 
T his can only lie done hv allowing the 
railroads to carry freights below the cost of 
transportation, and thereby causing unjust 
exactions on way freights to make up the 
loss of revenue by the roads, and to pay for 
depriving the people of cheap water trans­ 
portation.” 


How in the name of reason can Mr. 
Reagan reconcile the quoted sentences? 
In one he dwells upon the right of the 
[icople to cheap water transportation. 
In 
the next breath he speaks of railroads 
being allowed to carry below the cost of 
transportation, for which he says they will 
“ make up ” by unjust exactions on way 
freights. Now, if the roads carried through 
freights below the cost of transportation 
and way freights exjierienced no change 
from the normal standard, it follows that 
the consumer was lienefited and no one 
injured. 


And this was the fact. 
W ay freights 
remained as they were, through freights 
were, by reason of the enforcement of the 
law, brought to the level of the way 
freights, and the consumer was the sufferer. 
But how can Mr. Reagan show that com­ 


petition between rail and water carriers 
deprives the people of cheap water trans­ 
portation? 
That is so singularly an ab­ 
surd proposition on his part that we ques­ 
tion the accuracy of the report of his de­ 
fense. The Louisville Courier-.Journcdsays : 
“ M anifestly the only way the people 
can be deprived of the benefits of water 
transportation is by railroads performing 
the same or better service at lower rates.

But Mr. Reagan says the ‘losses' on com­ 
petitive freight» are made good by exac­ 
tions on way traffic. 
T his delusion only 
lingers in the minds of men who w ill not 
investigate the subject, or who are unable 
to understand it when investigated. Louis­ 
ville has spent two m illion of dollars to get 
K entucky coal to the city in competition 
w ith the Pittsburg article. 
In doing so 
she has not caused ‘unjust exactions’ on lo­ 
cal traffic; on the contrary, though local 
rates from the mines are not as low as to 
Louisville, they are lower than coal rates 
were before 
Louisville 
built her coal 
roads.” 


One of the profoundest reasons for im ­ 
proving 
public 
water 
ways 
is 
that 
they 
may 
lie 
able 
to 
compete with railroads, and thus secure 
to the producer and consumers the lowest 
possible price for the haul from the place 
of production to the market place. 
As 
our 
K entucky 
contemporary 
puts it: 
“ Now steps in Mr. Reagan; he declares 
that the railroads carry freight at a loss— 
that is, at a rate lower than they can af­ 
ford, and he wants a stop put to i t ; he 
wants to protect the roads against their 
own fo lly ; he wants to benefit the people 
by advancing rates.” 


The truth is, the Democratic Adm inis­ 
tration, professing to be free trade in faith, 
has forced upon the country an interstate 
protection measure which punishes the 
consumer for no misdeed whatever. 
The 
consumer class knows when it is hurt; it 
never fails to strike back, nor w ill it in 
this case, let Mr. Cleveland close up the 
rivets in his armor.

M i n n e a p o l i s . May 31st.— This is the 
last day of the Baptist anniversaries.

Hom e Mission anniversary was continued 
this morning. The report of the Committee 
on Indians was presented, showing that 
work among them is being quite success­ 
ful. 
In Indian territory there are 7.500 
church members, 150 ordained preachers 
and ltiO churches. The report concluded 
with an appeal for more missionaries and 
m oney. 
The Muscogee University has had 
350 pupils since its organization in 1880. 
The report recommends that this should 
be liberally supported. 
The committee 
thinks a great mistake has been made in 
treating the Indians as paupers. 
Rev. Mr. Clatworthy, of Evanston, 111., 
offered a resolution recording the Conven­ 
tion’s approval of every effort of the Gov­ 
ernment to keep its treaty obligations with 
the Indians, and desiring for them honor­ 
able treatment becoming a groat Christian 
nation. 
The report of the Committee on Church 
Edifice Work recommended that mission 
churches ask lor sm all gilts, rather than 
large loans, so that the donation fund may 
be enlarged to meet these demands, and 
that a systematic plan ot giving be adopted. 
A resolution calling for the appointment 
of a committee of seven to decide upon the 
advisability of establishing an American 
Baptist Educational Society, to have charge 
of all denominational educational institu­ 
tions in the West and South, was adopted. 
At the afternoon session officers were 
elected.

Ingram, Jr., Secretary of the Central 
California Immigration Association,received 
a letter yesterday from E. W . Glddings, the 
Association’s agent in Los Angeles, which 
is self-explanatory, and which shows that 
capitalists and speculators in that prosper­ 
ous section have an eye on the advancing 
boom in Central California, and especially 
about Sacramento. 
They propose to trans­

ters, the letter reads as follows : 
“ The account of your big m eeting on 
W ednesday night is m aking som e talk 
here. 
A Mr. Bailey called to ask me about 
the land between Stockton and Sacramento, 
and much other information about that 
section, and says one of his friends had 
asked him to go up to that section and 
take a hand in putting the land on the 
market, e tc.; and that the man said he 
was one of a syndicate in this section, who 
had bought (last week) one o f the biggest 
system s of reservoirs and canals in the 
Sierra region. 
H e (Bailey) didn't know 
whether it was the M okelumne and Campo 
Seco Canal and M ining Company's water 
or the El Dorado Canal and Deep M ining 
Company, but says his friend told him it 
was bought and that they were soon going 
up to put things in motion.

R ep ort o f A . J . H opper, City E xp ert— 
N ew W ater O rdinance. 
The regular weekly meeting of the Board 
of City Trustees was held yesterday m orn­ 
ing, all the members present. 
B. Labs was awarded the contract for 
grading F street, from Twelfth to Eigh­ 
teenth. 
Citizens in the eastern portion of the city 
ask, by petition, that the steam fire engine 
known as “ the reserve'' be equipped and 
placed in the house on the northeast corner 
of Nineteenth and L streets. The matter 
wa3 referred to the Board of Fire Commis­ 
sioners. 
An ordinance was passed, which goes 
into effect immediately, requiring contract­ 
ors and others who U3e water In mixing 
mortar, wetting brick, etc., to first apply to 
the Clerk for permission to do so, and to 
pay tor the same. The penalty for violat­ 
ing this ordinance shall be a fine of not less 
than $15 nor more than $25, or imprison­ 
ment in the city prison at the rate of $1 per 
day until such tine is paid. 


t h e e x p e r t 's r e p o r t . 
A. J. Hopper, city expert, submitted the 
following report upon the late water clerk's 
accounts, which was read and ordered on 
file: 
S ac ram ento, May 28, 1887. 
To the HonoralAe Board of Trusters of the City of 
Sacramento—G entlem en : In reference to the 
account of .1. T. Stafford, late clerk of the water 
works, I will state that I have exam ined his ac­ 
count from Septem ber 13, 1886, to April 30,1887, 
w ith the following resu lt: 
During this period his account was charged by 
the Auditor w ith $71,474 ot blank receipts.which 
agrees with the account as kept by Trustee 
Jones, who signs each receipt. 
Deducting from this am ount the receipts on 
band May 1,1887, of $43,240. as counted by the 
City Auditor and myself, leaves a balance of 
$31,208 to he accounted for in cash. 
Receipts of the City Treasurer show that he 
has paid to the city the sum of $30,879 25. 
There was cash on hand in his office May 1, 
1887, $290 25. 
This leaves a balance of $38 due the city on 
receipt account. It also shows there should be 
on hand $31,208 of receipt stubs. 
I find stubs to 
the am ount of $31.129, showing that $79 of the 
stubs are lost or mislaid. 
Checking w ith cash book the nam es and 
umounts on the stubs found, there are names 
and am ounts paid aggregating $700 25, which do 
not appear on the cash book. 
In place thereof there are clerical errors (on 
December 23,1880, one of $73 more th an names), 
and in other places the 
same nam es and 
am ounts are entered twice, particularly on 
March 31 and April 1, 1887, show ing th at the 
entries on tbe cash book were m ade m erely to 
agree w ith the am ount of cash paid the city 
each week. 
Tlie stubs show the collections for the first 
four weeks of his term of office to be $1*3 75 
more than is entered on the cash book. These 
omissions aggregate in all $500 25. 
These omissions have been 
balanced 
by 
errors in addition and by duplicate entries, fic­ 
titious names and am ounts entered on March 
31st and April 1. 1887, m ade in order to m ake 
the cash book agree w ith the am ount due the 
city, as shown by the receipt account. 
His cash book is a dishonest record oi collec­ 
tions almost from the com m encem ent to April. 
1887, w hen Trustee Jones discovered th at the 
daily collections were not correctly entered. 
I can find nothing to charge his u-count with 
¡cept a balance of $38 due on receipt account, 
$20 collected from Mr. M aunix, for w hich no re­ 
ceipt was given, and some sm all am ounts added 
to the face value of receipts and collected as 
shown by the cash book ($1 75, as per annexed 
statement). 
In regard to the old receipts that theC lerk a t­ 
tem pted to use a second tim e, you have had a 
report from Trustee Jones, w hich is a m atter 
that the books will not show, as also moneys 
collected for w hich no receipts were given. 
The omission to enter am ounts collected as 
shown by the stubs accounts for the difference 
on the loose sheets, on w hich daily collec tions 
were entered, and the Cash book. ' 
If you will require your Clerk to enter the 
num ber of the receipt given opposite the nam e 
on the cash book, and preserve and return to 
the Superintendent or the City Auditor the 
stub-books of receipts as they are filled and 
completed, a short exam ination at any tim e 
will show w hether the collections are properly 
entered.
